“The scriptural injunction, ‘Be not

W said the officer. We are going to a 

mountain of mud. t is dry now, but 
this winter it never stayed quiet.“ 

An acre or so of the climbing roadside was still 
‘uneasy and had slid face down in a spatter of 
0 and tree roots which men were shoveling 
0 

It's rather a fresh road. All together, we have 
about 4000 miles of new roads—and old roads im- 
proved—on a front of 600 kilometers. But, you 
see, our kilometers are not flat.“ 

The landscape, picked out in all the greens of 
spring, was that of early Italian holy pictures— 
the same isolated, scarred hummocks rising from 
the enameled meadows or drifts of bloom into 
the same elaborate entablatures of rock, crowned 
by a campanile or tufted with dark trees. 

On the white roads beneath us the lines of mo- 
tors and mule transport strung out evenly to their 
various dumps. At one time we must have com- 
manded 20 full miles, all working at once, but 
never could we spy a breakdown. The Italian 
transport system has been tried out by war long 
ago. 

The more the road sunk to the plains the more 
one realized the height of the mountains 1 8 
ing us all around. 


Podgora a Little Gibraltar, 
One Side Sheer 800 Feet 


Podgora, the mountain of mud, is a little Gi- 
braltar about 800 feet” high, almost sheer on one 
side, overlooking the town of Goritzia, which in 
civil life used to be a sort of stuffy Cheltenham 
for retired Austrian officers. Anywhere else Pod- 
gora Hill might be noticeable, but you could set 
down half a dozen Gibraltars among this upheaval 
of hills, and in a month the smooth Italian roads 
would overrun them ds vine tendrils overrun rub- 
bish heaps. The lords of the military situation 
round Goritzia are the four and five thousand 
foot mountains, crowded one behind the other, 


2 angle, upland and valley of each offering 


or masking death. 

The mountains are vile ground for aeroplane 
work, because there is nowhere to alight in com- 
fort, but none the less the machines beat over 
them from both sides and the anti-aircraft guns, 
which are not impressive in the open plains, fill 
the gorges with multiplied coughings more re- 
sembling a lion's roar than thunder. 

The enemy fly high, over the mountains, and 
show against the blue like bits of whirling ash 
off a bonfire. They drop their bombs generously 
and the rest is with fate—either the blind crack 
on blank rock and the long harmless whirr of 
silvered stone, or that ripe crash which tells that 
timber, men and mules have caught it full this 
time. If all the setting were not so lovely, if the 
lights, the leafage, the blossom and the butterflies 
mating on the grassy kips of old trenches were 
not allowed to insult the living workmen of death, 
their work would be easier to describe without di- 
gressions. 


All Valleys Death Traps, 
and Only the Heights Count 


When we had climbed on foot up and up and 
into the bowels of the mountain of mud, through 
galleries and cross galleries, to a discreetly veiled 
observation point, Goritzia, pink, white and bluish, 
lay to all appearance, asleep beneath us amid her 
full flowering chestnut trees by the talking Isonzo. 
She wes in Italian hands—won after furious fights 
—but the enemy guns from the mountains could 
still shell her at pleasure, and the next move, said 
our officer, would be to clear certain heights. 

“Can you see our trenches creeping up to them 

—-from their menace?” 

There and there he pointed, the Italian troops 
would climb and crawl, while thus and thus 
would the fire of our guns cover them, till they 
came to that bare down and must make their 
rush—which is really a climb—alone. If that 
rush failed, then they must dig in among rocks. 
And lie out under the bitter skyline, for this was 
war among the mountains, where valleys were 
death traps and only heights counted. 

Then we turned to the captured hills behind 
us that had lived so unconsidered since they were 
made, but now, because of the price paid for them, 
would stand forth memorable as long as Italy 
was remembered. The heathen mountain in front 
had yet to be baptized and entered on the roll of 
honor, and one could not say at that moment 
which one of them would be most honorable, or 
what cluster of herdsmen’s huts would carry the 
name of a month's battle through the ages. 

The studied repose that heralds a big push 
cloaked both lines. No one, except a few pieces 
who were finishing some private work, was saying 
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touches to put in, too. They were ranging on a 
convent up a hillside—one deliberate shell at a 
time. A big gun beneath us came lazily into 
the game on our side, shaking the whole moun- 
‘ tain of mud, and then asking questions of its

Suddenly a boy’s voice, that had been taking 
corrections, spoke quite unofficially at the re- 
ceiver in the gloom under our feet. “Oh! Con- 
gratulations,” it cried. “Then you dine with us 
tonight, and you'll pay for the wine.“ 

Everyone laughed. 

“Rather a long walk,“ said our guide and friend. 
»The observing officer —he is down near Goritzia—- 
has just telephoned that he has been promoted to 
aspirant—sub-lieutenant, don’t you say? He'll 
have to climb up here to the artillery mess tonight 
and stand drinks on his promotion.”’ 

“I bet he'll come,“ someone said. There were 
no takers. So you see, youth is always immortally 
the same. 

We dropped from Podgora into Goritzia by a 
road a little more miraculous than any we had 
yet found. It was in the nature of a toboggan 
run, but so perfectly banked at the corners that 
the traffic could have slid down by itself if it 
had been allowed. 

As we entered the town men were 1 the 
bridge across the river — for a reason. They do a 
great deal of mending in Goritzia. Austrians use 
heavy pieces on the place—12-inch stuff some- 
times—dealt methodically and slowly from far 
back, out of the high hills. I tried to find a house 
that did not carry that monotonous stripling of 
shrapnel, but it was difficult. The guns reach 
everywhere. 

There was no air in the still hollow where the 
place lay—hardly a whisper among the domed 
horse chestmuts. Troops were marching through 
to their trenches far up the hillside beyond, and 
the sound of their feet echoed between the high 
garden walls where the service wires were looped 
among pendants of wisteria in fill flower. 


Hundreds of Civilians Remain } 


In the Shell-Shattered City 


There are several hundred civilians in the city 
who have not yet cared to move, for the Italian 
is as stubborn in these things as the Frenchman. 
In the main square, ‘where the house fronts are 
most battered and the big electric light standard 
bows itself to the earth, 
for some buttons on a card at a shop door—hands 
eyes and gesture, all extravagantly employed, and 
the seller as intently absorbed as she. It must be 
less distracting than one thinks to live under the 
knowledge one is always being watched from 
above—breathed upon in the nape of the neck, so 
to speak, by invisible mouths.

Mules as Stubborn and Hard 
to Kill There as in Missouri 


“And bad mules.” One of them was having hys- 
terics oh what I thought—till I had climbed a 
few thousand feet higher—was the edge of a preci- 
pice. “Oh, you can't kill a mule,” and sure 
enough, when the beast had registered its pro- 
test, it returned to the dignity of its sires. The 
muleteer said not a word. 

We bored up and into the hills by roads not yet 
mapped, but solid as lavish labor can make them 
against the rolling load of the lorries and the 
sharp hoofs of the mule, as well as the wear and 
tear of winter, who is the real enemy. Our route 
ran along the folded skirts of a range not more 
than three or four thousand feet high, more or 
less parallel with the Isonzo on its way from the 
north. Rivers that had roared level beside us 
dropped and shrunk to blue threads half visible 
through forest. Mountains put forward hard, 
shady knees, around which we climbed in a thou- 
sand loops that confused every sense of direction. 
Then because the enemy, seven miles off, could 
see, stretches of the crowded road were blinded 
with reed mats, while torn holes above or below 
us proved that he had searched closely, af 

After that the colossal lap of a mountain alive 
with dripping waters would hide us in greenery 
and moisture till the sight of a cautious ash tree 
still in bud—her sister 10 minutes ago had been 
clothed from head to foot—told us we had risen 
again to the heights of the naked ridge. 


Up to the Lofty Ridge 
of the Waiting Cannon 


And here were batteries upon batteries of the 
heaviest pieces, so variously disposed and hidden 
that finding one gave you no clew to the next.

‘live, who must be fed under cover of night until 
the Austrians are driven out of their heights 
above.

the Heights Reveal Everything 


“It is just like fighting a burglar across house- 
tops,” said the officer. “You can spot him from 
a factory chimney, but he can spot you from the 
spire of the cathedral—and so on.” 

“Who sees 
trenches?”

, Helps Out Food Supply. 
Correspondence of the Associated Presa. 
PARIS, May 28. — Tune British army 

sends between 400 and 600 horses a week 
to Paris butchers to be slaughtered and 
put on sale in the horse meat markets. 
The French army furnishes a smaller 
number. 

The total makes such an important 
contribution to the feeding of Paris that 
the horse butchers are using it as an 
argument against the closing of their 
establishments two days a week along 
with the other butchers. The result, 
they say, will be that a great many 
wounded horses that are now killed at 
the front, then shipped to Paris to be 
dressed and sold, will be buried on the 
spot without profit to anyone. 

Five thousand horses are slaughtered 
each month at the Vaugirard stockyards.

Organized Attempt to Spread 
False Reports of Naval 
Battles, He Declares. 


WASHINGTON, June 9.—Persistent 
false reports of naval battles and dis- 
aster to American and entente forces 
have reached such a point that Secre- 
tary Daniels has concluded there is 
an organized conspiracy to alarm the 
American people. Today the Secretary 
issued this statement: 

“The country is being poisoned by 
rumors of battle and disaster that are 
without the slightest foundation. Re- 
ports from the commandants of naval 
districts, telegrams from newspapecs 
and letters from individuals have forced 
me to conclude there is an organized 
conspiracy to distress the people of the 
United States. 

“Among the most persistent of these 
false reports is one that in a naval en 
gagement between the German fleets 
and the combined fleets of England 
and the United States 60 English and 
American ships were sunk or disabled. 
among them the Pennsylvania and the 
Texas. 

In elaboration of this falsehood there 
is the alleged rumor that hospitals at 
the Atlantic coast naval yards are 
filled with crippled sailors and marine; 
and that various hospitals of New Yorl: 
City are crowded with wounded men. 

“It is being rumored widely that a 
passenger arriving on one of the Hol- 
land-American line steamers hag 
stated that his vessel passed through 
the battle area after the engagement 
and that the sea was thick with float- 
ing bodies. 

„All of these outrageous falsehoods 
are ‘accompanied by the explanation 
that. the Washington authorities are in 
a conspiracy with the press to keep the 
truth from the people. 

No such engagement has taken place 
The American fleet has not been in ac- 
tion. No ship has ben lost. There are 
no wounded sailors or marines in any 
hospital. 

The declared policy ofthe navy de- 
rartment is one of absolute openness. If 
disaster comes no effort will be made to 
minimize it. The people of the United 
States are asked to trust in this pledge 
and to aid in stamping out this cam- 
paign of rumor that is so plainly the 
product of disioyalty.”’ 


JAPAN WOULD BUILD SHIPS FOR 
ALLIES, BUT HAS NO MATERIAL 


Empire Has Many Idle Shipyards of 
Large Capacity—United States 
Could Help With Co-operation. 
TOKIO, May 20.—Japan stands ready 
to build additional ships for the entente 
Powers, but ts badly in need of ma- 
terial for construction. That is the sit- 
uation in this couniry as outlined by 
Baron Kenjiro Den, Minister of Com- 

munications. 

The Minister said: Some shipyards 
in Japan are forced to suspend work on 
account of lack of material. Should the 
United States supp!, the materials, Ja- 
pan would be able to co-operate with 
the entente in response to their proposal 
in rehabilitating the havoc wrought by 
the Germans.“ 

It is believed that Japan will be will- 
ing to place some of her merchant ves- 
sels at the disposal of the entente for 
service in the Atlantic as well as co- 


operate in supplying new ships to the 


entent of her capacity. 

Before the war Japan was in posses- 
sion of nine shipyards, capable of bnild- 
ing vessels of over 1000 tons. The war 
has caused seven new yards of a ‘ike 
capacity to be added to the list so that 
now Japan is capable of constructing 54 
vessels of over 1000 tons at a time. 

Last year Japan built only about 550, 
000 tons owing to stoppage of the im- 
portation of construction materials. 


GERMAN PAPERS CONTINUE TO 
BELITTLE U. S. WAR PLANS 


Frankfurter Zeitung Says Conscripted 
Army Never Can Be of Much 
Aid to Allies. 

LONDON, June.9.—The German news- 
papers are still publishing, often and 
industriousiy, articles that seek to be- 
little the prospects of American as- 
sistance to the alllies. In a choice es- 
say, the Frankfurter Zeitung says: 

“Seven weeks have passed since the 
American entry into the war, and in 
this period, the people on the other sida 
certainly have not been idle, But it ts 
already being shown in which spheres 
American assistance can be of great 
use to our enemies, and in which other 
spheres it will, apparently, never be ot 
decisive importance. 

“At the head of all American meaa- 
ures stands, undoubtedly, the introduc- 
tion of compulsory military service in 
the United States. Whether that was 
done solely with consideration for the 
present war in Europe is indeed a sep- 
arate question for, meantime, it will 
have become more plain, even to tho 
general public in America, to raise and 
train a large army is quite a different 
thing from sending this army overseas 
and maintaining it there for a long 
period.“

Just as virtually all the troubles 
may be traced to misgovernment in 
the past, so is it with the agricul- 
tural, situation, but the origina] caus- 
es which created this condition have 
been removed and the British Gov- 
ernment has taken extreme measures 
to assist the farmer in tilling land 
which the tenant may purchase on 
long-time payments. 

The “land question” as it was 
understood during past generations 
has been solved to the extent that 
the British Government has loaned 
ions to farmers to purchase 
lands. The absentee landlord, who 
was responsible, to a large extent, 
for former reigns of terror, has been 


eliminated from the situation, but 
the evils which grew up under the 
plantation system have not been 
cured. 


Little Land Under Cultivation. 

Until the present year little more 
than 10 per cent of the arable land 
of Southern Ireland was under culti- 
vation. It is extremely fine grazing 
land, and the owners, farmers as well 
as the gentry, have found it more 
profitable to raise cattle and horses 
than to pay men to till the land. As 
a result some of the finest cattle in 
the world are raised here, but while 
the herds fatten the rural popula- 
tion has suffered. 

It has been customary for many 
farmers to raise but little more than 
they require for their own tables. 
Relatively few men were needed to 
handle the cattle. Indeed, on most 
mall ranches the owner and his sons 
were capable of caring for the herds. 

The result has been that many boys 
grew up and found no work. They 
have taken one of three courses. 
Some have gone to the towns and 


- cities in search of occupation, others 


have emigrated to America, and the 
remainder has stayed at home and 
lived as “casual laborers.” 

Because of the fact that the labor 
market has been glutted, wages have 
been driven down to the point where 
men have found it virtually i.npos- 
sible to support themselves. A scale 


of wages which may appear to be al- 
United 


most unbelievable in the 
Fiates has gradually become estab- 
hished in tho rural sections. The 


farmers justify the low rate on the 
&rounds that the labor is no Kod. 

From investigations made by the Post- 
Dispatch there appears to be some basis 
for this charge. On the other hand, the 
very weakness complained of by the 
farmer has undoubtedly been caused by 
the rate of wage—it simply does not pay 
a good man to remain in an employ- 
ment from which: he could hope to de- 
rive nothing more than the barest ne- 
cessities of life. 

The Post-Dispatch presents herewith 
some statistics showing the pay received 
by farm laborers. They are taken from 
official publications of the Govern- 
ment. The only change made is in the 
class of money. They are figured in 
dollars instead of pounds, as in the 
British publication: 

Some Wage Statistica. 

In County Carlow plowmen uni cat- 
tlemen receive an average of $1.50 per 
week with board and lodging, or irom $3 
40 $3.75 per week if they house and feed 
themselves 

In County Dublin they receive an av- 
erage of % and 80 cents respectively 
more than in Carlow. 

In Queen's County they drop ss low 
as $1.12 and $3.76 respectively. 

The average through the 12 counties 
of Leinster is $1.50 and $3 respectively. 

In the counties of Munster it is a trifle 
higher than in Leinster. The highest 
prices paid in the province are those in 
County Kerry—$2.25 and $4.25 per Ko- k. 

The average rates paid in Ulster are 
higher than those in the other three 
counties. The best wages paid in this 
province are in County Fermanagh, 
where plowmen get $2.60 per ween with 
board and lodging, or $4 without deep. 

As a result of this system cf waNes 
thousands of laborers leave the country 
annually and go to England and Scot- 
land, where they receive better pay and 
are looked upon as the best labor in the 
fields, The Post-Dispatch correspond - 
ent has reports from English and Scot- 
tish farmers stating that the Irish la bor 
was the best they had and they could 
not get enough of it during the son- 
sons. 

The rural parts of the country are 
probably as dreary as those of any in 
the world. The winters are extremely 
cold. The houses are without vroper 
sanitary ngements, and there are 
no amusements of any sort. The fam! 
des rarely get out of their immediate 
«e@ighborhoods. The school systems are 
poor.

Necessity of Raisi More Food. 
It is probable that the urgent neces 


sity of raising more food as a result of 
Germany's submarine campaign wil! 
have a better effect upon Ireland than 
any other single force that has oper- 
ated in connection with the country. 
Under the guidance of the Depart- 
ment of Agriculture and Technical In- 
struction a great agricultural awaken- 
ing is now beginning. 

Several months ago Parliament de- 
creed that every land owner in Ireland 
during the next year would be com- 
Pelled to till at least 10 per cent more 
acreage than he tilled during the last 
year. In addition to the increase de 
manded by law approximately 3,000. 000 
acres of virgin land have been sowei 
with wheat. 

The entire situation has been taken 
charge of by the Department of Agri- 
culture and Technica) Instruction, of 
which Thomas P. Gill is the moving 
force if not the nominal head. Mr. 
Gill is thoroughly convinced that Ire- 
land is about to be made over and 
that it will become one of the richest 
agricultural countries. 

His department, through inspectors 
and agents, is enforcing the Govern-

Some owners of large tracts 
have refused to plow the lands and 
they have been taken over promptly 
by the department which tills them 
and gives the laborers the crops. 

Mr. Gill is satisfied that, after the 
Government has compelled the farm- 
ers to till their lands instead of using 
‘them altogether for grazing purposes, 
they will be so thoroughly pleased 
with the new era of prosperity that 
they will continue the system here- 
after. 

‘Moving Pigtures to Help. 

Te Department of Agriculture has 
prepared a moving picture film to be 
used in educating the farmer and 
laborer. It tells the story of the farm 
from beginning to end. It shows 
the right way and the wrong way of 
farming work. The pictures 
show how to shoe a horse, how to 
milk a cow and the proper ways of 
plowing and sowing. It is the first 
time in the history of the country 
that such scientifiC methods were 
outlined for a national development. 
The story of much of Ireland's diffi- 
culties, at least from an economic 
standpoint, is presented in a report 
prepared by Mr. Gill:

How he had utilized 
it wan shown when he was made com- 
mander of the punitive expedition 
against Ville end mérched those 
troops of his inte Mexico, March 165, 
1916. The story of that march shows 
why Pershing, in inside circles, is 
spoken of as America's Kitchener, the 
organizer and administrator. 

The first column, infantry, cav 
airy, artillery and wagon trains start - 
ed at noon, March 16, from Columbus, 
N. M., and took a week to march 
to the chosen advanced base at Co- 
lonia Dublan. Pershing marched a 
few miles with it, then whisked back 
across the border and by auto reached 
his second column at Culberson’s 
Ranch that same night. At 3:17 next 
morning, Mareh 16, the second col- 
umn, composed exclusively of mount- 
ed men, Cavairy, artillery and mute 
pack trains crossed the border, and 
at 7 that night was in Ojitos 60 
miles south, over the desert and the 
Sierra Madre Mountains, 6000 to 8000 
feet high. 

Trateead His Army in Mexico. 

Pershing, no longer the Office or- 
ganizer, but the dashing cavalry 
leader despite his 57 years. Next day 
the order was “trot 10 miles, walk

“Drink leads many people to crime, 
but it leads some away from it. 1 
know 4 man who gets drunk and 
beats his wife. I know another who 
gets drunk instead of beating his 
wife. In one case intoxication stimu- 
lates an element of ugliness in the 
man's nature. In the other it acts 
as 4 sort of safety valve, relieves the 
nerve tension from which he suffers 
and leaves him an altogether amiable 
husband. 

“Phere are some people who would 
be great artists t they didn't drink. 
Others cannot give expression to their 
artistic talents because they don't. 
Prohibition, witheut any other change 
in our gocial structure, would be an 
inéstimable boon to the former, but 
it might place a handicap upon the 
second group. 

“Right here is where most temper- 
ance reformers fall down. for each 
individual soul is gifferent from every 
ether. It has different longings, dif- 
ferent aspirations, different needs, 
and, under the very same conditions, 
will act in a somewhat different way 
from every other. You can't treat 
them all the same and produce the 
same results. 

Prohibition Not Solution of Drink 

“An intelligent solution of tne drink 
problem must include something more 
than ihe abolition of alcholic beverages. 
It must include important changes in 
our social life... It ig not enough that 
the people shall have good homes and 
plenty at food. These are very essential 
things, but people become most intem- 
perate under such favorable conditions. 
It is net enough that they shall have 
clean things, will do much to help the 
temperance cause, but the great. the 
fundamental need, is ecstacy. 

“When I say that only ecstacy can 
adequately take the place of drink, I 
am not saving a word in favor of the 
life of ease. It might be the ecstacy 
of sacrifice. It might be the ecstacy 
of asceticism. It might be the ecstacy 
of mysticiam, of art or of any scien- 
tific or industrial achievement. It must 
be something that thrills, that excites, 
that stirs the very depths of the soul. 
Every man who gets drunk is capabie 
of some such ecstacy, and he willl keep 
on drinking until he finds it or kiils 
himgelf in the attempt, 

One may see an example of this 
ecstacy almost any evening at the City 
Mission. He may see many former 
patients of the alcholic wards, and see 
their once dissipated faces fairly trans- 
formed with religious joy. The scien- 
tific explanation of these wonderful con- 
versions is simply that the intoxication 
impulges ig sublimated in religious en- 
thusiasm. 

“The rescue mission, however. re- 
only a small percentage of the 
victimes of alcohol. It might be said 
that every drunkard could accept their 
religion, but it still remains a fact 
that only a small majority do. The 
comnprehensive temperance program will 
give equal consideration to those who 
don't, remembering that no man can 
wet ecstacy except through something 
that makes an individual appeal t. 
him. 

Cure the Drankard by New Thrilis. 

My advice to anvone who counts some 
relative or friend among the vietinis 
of drink is not to place too much em- 
phasis on his swearing off. of course, 
but do not rely on his wil) power alone 
“onasuli his inclinations. Find something 
useful, if possible, over which you thint 
he may become excited.

with poison. Do not feel discouraged 
because the people end things thet 
interest you do not interest him. This 
is his case, not yours, and you have to 
build on what is in his mind, not on 
what is in your own. Something in that 
mind of his 1s driving him to drink. 
Encourage him to accept it as an as- 
ret, not a weakness. Actually it is 
something which ts. driving him to fina 
a more abundant life. He drinks ie 
stead, either because he hasn't the 
kniwiedge or the opportunity to go after 
some really satisfying experience. 

“And I want to urge the people of the 
United States not to be contented with 
prohibition. Let us have prohibition if 
it ig necessary, but let us have some- 
thing constructive as well. If we do not 
have the constructive program, prohi- 
bition may cost more than it is worth. 

“Stimulating the social life of the peo- 
ple should be the first aim of every 
sincere enemy of the saloon. If this 
cannot be accomplished without aleohol, 
some concession to alcohol might be 
made, for alcohol, historically, has beén 
a socialiser. It is worth while to con- 
sider the advieability of workingmen’s 
clubs, in which beer and light drinks are 
dispensed, to take the place of the sa- 
loon. We should remember, at any rate, 
that the so-called substitutes for aico- 
holic beverages, tea and coffee and soft 
drinks, are not substitutes. Soft drinks 
may please the palate, but they make 
no appeal to the elemental passion. 
Love, friendship and social co-operation 
in work and play do. They are the sub- 
stitutes for drink which intelligent re- 
formers will look t. 


“Neighborhood feeling should be pro- 
moted. The schools should be utilized 
as social centers for young and old; al- 
ways remembering that we do not ex- 
pect ideal social relations, but the sort 
of decent, healthful social relations 
which will make the greatest appeal to 
the people as they are. Especially 
should sex companionship be made more 
normal. The lonesome and cheated 
lives of the young people of both sexes 
now drive them to the saloon and the 
cabaret. But the saloon and the cabaret 
never really satisfy. Ease and luxury 
do not satisfy. Social intercourse, espe- 
cially when it is carried on the tide of 
a-great common emotion, like religion 
or patriotism, does satisfy the soul. 

That is why I say that the present is 
probably the most auspicious opportu- 
nity that the nation has ever had to 
abolish the saloon. We are in the throes 
of a common feeling and we have a 
common aim. Thousands to whom drink 
has seemed an absolute necessity could 
now turn from it with comparative ease 
by abandoning themselves to the thril- 
ling emotions of war.”

Brochure Directed Against Peace

COPENHAGEN, June 9.—Complaint is 
made by the Socialist newspaper, Vor- 
waerts, of Berlin, to Gen. von Luden- 
dorff Lieutenant General von Stein, the 
Prussian War Minister, and other high 
officials who are facilitating circula- 
tion in schools and among troops in hos- 
pitals of a pan-German brochure en- 
titled Germany's Position Under Good 
and Bad Peace 

The brochure is directed particularly 
against peace along the lines suggested 
by Phillip §cheldemann and other So- 
Cialists and represents Germany as 
bowed down under debt in consequence 
of a peace without indemnity, but strid- 
ing forward with vigorous strength, 
and a mighty bag of gold in the event 
of a pan-German peace. 

Among the striking features of the 
brochure, are maps showing Germany 
covering or dominating three quarters 
of Europe. Not only are the usual de- 
but the 
articles suggest incorporation of France 
as a federal state in Germany or alter- 
natively the annexation of a corridor 
connecting Germany with the Mediter- 
ranean. Other features in the program 
are expulsion of Great Britain from the 
Mediterranean, entry of the Scandina- 
vian countries into a German customs 
union, extension of German influence 
in Persia and Afghanistan, putting the 
German flag over the Azores, Cape 
Varde and other islands anc *eduction 
of Poland, Courland, the Beltic prov- 
inces, Finland and the bulk of European 
Russia to protectorates or annexed ter-

HLL FOR As 
SAKE LAST YEAR 


Increase of 32,161 Visitors to 
the Museum Over 1915— 
1916 Fiscal Period. 


Attendance at the City Art Museum 
in Foreat Park for the fiscal year of 
1916-17, ending April 1, was 233,621, 
an increase of 32,161 over the pre- 


vious year. In his annual report the 
director, Robert A. Halland, says this 
is evidence of a wider interest in art 
among St. Louisans. 


Growth in the attendance is mani- 
fest in the figures for every month 
except last February and March. Th 
maximum for any month in the fisca 
year was in October, 1915, when 28, 
435 persons were recorded as havin 
visited the museum. February, 1916 
with a credit of 11,579 visitors, wa 
the month of least attendance. 
Addition Reeommended. 
To accommodate the larger numbe 
of persons expected to visit the Mu 
seum this year and hereafter, Direc 
tor Holland recommends the additio 
of an auditorium. This will be 
necessity on occasions when special 
exhibitions attract large gatherings, 
and a convenience to meetings of as- 
sociations itnerested in art and 
the museum. 

Revenues from the special tax 
levied for the Museum, and from 
other sources, totaled $170,010.11 in 
1916-17. Disbursements were $154,- 
$98.72 for all purposes. Expenditures 
included those for the purchase of 
paintings, sculptures and the like. 

In the year the Museum acquired 
paintings valued at $29,560; prints 
worth $4,943.44; bronzes, ceramics 
and marbles costing $21,263.50 and 
general art objects for $29,701.75. 

Donations From Chinese. 

Among the donations acknowledged 
in the report two are credited to Soo 
Ma, a wealthy Chinese of New York. 
He gave the Museum a collection of 
ten burnt clay sepulchral figures from 
a tomb in Honan, China. The fig- 
ures represent relatives of the occu- 
pant of the tomb, and two guards. 
He donated also clay bells—‘two of 
1000 bells for Buddha’’—called by 
Chinese *¢“chien-fou-ling.”

The buildings on the Walsh farm are 
being remodeled for school purposes.

Damage Action Brought by 
the Late C. S. Hartridge. 


Lawyers generally are watching the . 


suit of Mr. Ella M. Hartridge of 
Gratiot Station, Mo. against 
United Railways on account of the 
unusual situation which has arisen 
in it.* The suit originally was brought 
by her husband, the late Charlies &. 


Hartridge, acting president of the 
Wagoner Undertaking Co., for 360 
damages on account of being forcibly 
ejected from a street car June 14, 1915, 
by a conductor. 

Hartridge was accused by the con- 
ductor of riding. downtown on an 
Olive street car and remaining oy the 
same car on ita westbound trip with 
payment of only one fare. He insisted 
that he rode downtown In an autome- 
bile of the undertaking company and 
after attending to some business he 
boarded the street car at Fourth and 
Olive streets to go to his place of 
business at Grand and Olive. At the 
trial of the case in the Circuit Court 
he introduced witnesses in mu 
tion of his testimony. 

The jury returned a verdict in his 
favor for only one cent damages, bet 
Judge Anderson, who presided at the 
trial, sustained the plaintiffs Motion 
for a new trial, from which ruling 
the United Railways appealed. While 
the apepal was pending Hartridges 
died tn January, 1916, and his widew, 
as administratirx of his estate, be- 
came plaintiff in the prosecution of 
the suit. 

The court of Appeals this week af- 
firmed the plaintiff's right to a new 
trial, holding that the jury probab- 
ly did not understand the legal mean- 
ing of “injury.” as given in the trial 
judge’s instruction. The Appelate 
Court. in an opinfon written by Judge 


Reynolds, said it did not mean just . 


physical suffering, but also mental 
suffering and humiliation. Hartridge 
testified that many persons saw him 
put off the car. 

H. A. Loevy, attorney for the eth 
tiff, yesterday said that the fact that 
Hartridge is dead would not end the 
humiliation case. There is a special 


statute, he sald, by which the testi- — 


mony of Hartridge given at the for- 


mer trial can be read to the jury in 


the second trial. Hartridge i 
was manager of the Oakes Candy Co.

A T the recent banquet of the Knights 


a@ war was never won by forced serv- 
Ice, by slaves in epaulets. Columbia 
Is vour lady. She wishes to have your 
knightly hearts and not your servile 
hands. A man that purposes to do 
only what he has to do won't do even 
that. You have to aim above the mark 
to hit it. Aim high. Dash, vehement 
aggressiveness must characterize our 
entrance into the war. We have all 
entertained chivalric sentiments in the 
rast. Now is the time to embody them 
in chivalric deeds. 

“Fine imaginings, heroic emotions 
don't count without their complement 
of deeds. We shall stultify ourselves if | 
we allow our inspired dreams of knight- 
hood to remain barren of like action. 
The military glow and fervor which are 
the common experience of youth are now 
expected to prove themselves sterling. 
We shall never dare again to expand 
with high thoughts if we decline this 
opportunity of high deeds. We shal) 
be ashamed ever again to raise our eyes 
to our lady, Columbia, if now we shall 
not raise a hand for her. Patriotic 
heroism is a fine thing; but it is bought 
with a price; and the price is sacrifice 
We have all admired the stubbornness 
of the English, the persistency of the 
Germans, the dash of the Irish, the chiv-" 
alry of the French in this war. It is 
incumbent on us to maintain our pres- 
tige among such heroes. 

: Have Reputation to Maintain. 
“We Americans have a reputation 
for energy, quickness, snap in commer- 
clal life. These qualities must charac- 
terize our wars, ‘Noblesse oblige.’ We 
have a high reputation to maintain, and 
it will not be child's play to maintain {t. 
For on the fields of Europe, heroism 
has become commonplace, courage is a 
thing of every day. It is of the first

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French Title to Alsace and 


Lorraine Is Net Wholly Clear 


Long Were Held by German Empire 


By STERLING H. EDMUNDS

HE French Chamber of Deputies. 
saluting the Russian and allied 
democracies, has restated the 
peace terms of France, insisting that 
“the return of Alsace-Lorraine to the 
mother country” in no way violates the 
Russian pronouncement against’ con- 
quest, but contemplates essentially res- 
titution. 

In a sense Alsace and Lorraine may 
be said to be one of the many Causes 
involved in the origin of the present 
great war, in that the bitterness en- 
gendered by their conquest from France 
in 1871 has never died, keeping alive at 
the same time a belligerent expectancy 
as between France and Germany. Out 
of this situation have grown the Euro- 
pean alliances with their feverish com- 
petition in armaments for the inevitable 
Armageddon. 0 

Possession Has Been Divided. 

If one will inquire. into the historical 
title of Francé to the territory of Al- 
sace and Lorraine, he will find that by 
the test of prescription, or immemorial 


only a little better than that of the 
German; for during nearly half of tho 
nineteenth centuries that have elasped 
since the dawn of the Christian era, 
these two provinces have been a part 
of the German political system. 

In the first century B. C. Alsace and 
Lorraine were included in Gallia Bel- 
gica, one of the three divisions of Gaul 
brought under the sway of Rome by 
Julius Ceasar. Their geographical sit- 
vation, with the Franks to the south, 
and Germanic tribes to the north, even 
at that early day, gave them a mixed 
population made up of the two races, 
which is attested in Caesar’s Commen- 
taries. 

Gaul continued under the adminstra- 
tion of Roman Governors until the rise 
of Clovis, and the establishment of the 
independent monarchy of the Franks in 
the fifth century, with its northern bor- 
der resting on the Rhine. In the sixth 
century the territory of Alsace and Lor- 
raine was incorporated within the sul:- 
ordinaté Frankish-ruled kingdom of 
Austrasia, which extended eastward 
into the very heart of what is now Aus- 
tria, containing a preponderant German 
population. This continued to be their 
situation throush the seventh century 
and until the.establishment of the Holy 
Roman empire by Charlemagne in the

As to his ragial origin, Charlemagne is 

claimed by both peoples. The German 
pe in fact, base their claim to 
su on to the Caesars through the 
great achievements on behalf of Ger- 
many of Karl der Grosse. It is the 
best opinion, however, that Charle- 
magne belonged to the race of Ripua- 
rian Franks, who inhabited what may be 
termed this Rhine country. 
When the empire of Charlemagne 
was divided in the ninth century, 
Alsace and Lorraine fell to Germany, 
They remained a part of the German 
political system during ‘the tenth, 
eleventh, twelfth, thirteenth, four- 
teenth and fifteenth centuries without 
interruption. In the sixteenth cen- 
tury Metz, the capital of Alsace, ‘with 
a small portion of territory, were 
added to France through the wars 
against Germany. It will be seen, 
therefore, that eight centuries had 
Passed since France had held any of 
this territory, during which period 
it had been recognized as an integral 
part of Germany. ; 

The peace of Westphalia, ending the 
Thirty Years’ War in 1648, confirmed 
to France the so-called Bishopric of 
Metz. By the end of the seventeenth 
century France had been able to re- 
gain all of Alsace and nearly all of 
Lorraine. 
Lorraine was brought under the 
French in the early part of the eight- 
eenth century, through the wars of 
Louis XIV. 

French Title Was Recognized. 

The Congress of Vienna which met 
in 1814, after Napoleon's overthrow, 
to rearrange the map of Furope, 
stripped the French of most of their 
conquests, but confirmed their pos- 
session of Alsace and Lorraine in the 
final act of June 9, 1915. The whole 
of Europe may be said, therefore, to 
have recognized the French title to 
the two provinces at that period. 

There can be no doubt of the loyal 
attachment of Alsace and Lorraine to 
France at the time of their forced ces- 
sion to Prussia in 1871. No more pa- 
thetic appeal is to be found in political 
literature than that of the people of 
these provinces to the French Assem- 
bly convoked to ratify the harsh peace 
terms of the Prussians. The burden of 
it was that if Alsace and Lorraine 
must be ceded, the people given over to 
the conqueror would never for an hour 
forget the mother country France 
until they could be reunited with her. 
The lapse of nearly half a century, 
during which a large French exodus 
has taken place, together with an 
equally active German influx, has 
greatly changed the racial proportions 
of the population. Sentimentally, Al- 
sace and Lorraine are French; racially 
they may be said to be German. 

The old test of long poasession as 
to the validity of a state's title to 
territory, is no longer sufficient. The 
present great war rages around tie 
new principle of the righfs of races 
and peoples to determing their politica! 
destinies for themselves. If a plebis- 
cite were taken in Alsace and Lorraine 
with respect to-disposing of themselves 
it cannot be doubted that they would 
vote overwhelmingly to remain with 
Germany, ust as would the people of 
Bchleswig and Holstein, now even more 
thoroufhie Germanized.”

Sentimentally, the Poles have à far 
better title to East Prussia than have 
the French to Alsace and Lorraine, for 
their entire ancient kingdom was ruth- 
lessly obliterated. As the allies of 
France and attached to her by tradi- 
tional ties of friendship and gratitude, 
none can withhold from her the nope 
that she will recover the two lost prov- 
inces and satisfy her longing of half a 
century. It is nevertheless erroneous to 
attempt to justify it upon the round of 
ationality today, or upon the older prin- 


‘ciple of immemorial possession.

ISH AIRMEN 
FLEW IN SHELL 
LANES AT YPRES 


Hundreds of Planes Swept Close 
Over German Lines, Halt- 
ing Counter Attack. 


AR. LANES ,CHOKED 


Complained He 
Hardly Had Room to Turn 
Around in.

BRITISH HEADQUARTERS IN 
FRANCE, June 9.—The manner in which 
the British flying corps dominated the 
alr during the battles of Messines ridge 
on Thursday and completely smotehered 
the German aviation service for the time 
being is one of the most remarkable 
stories of the entire war. 

Hundreds of British planes were well 
‘behind the German lines when the battle 
broke into its fury at dawn. They had 
stolen over during the darker intervals 
of the brief night when the moon was 
hidden by storm clouds. Other hundreds 
went aloft with the first streaks of com- 
ing day and, guided by the flashes of 
guns, flew into the thick of the fight- 
ing. 

During the night British machines 
bombed enemy railway stations, trains. 
ammunition dumps and troops coming 
up on the march. Others hovered above 
German airdromes and circled low 
among airplane sheds and fired hun- 
dreds of rounds from machine guns into 
them and prevented the enemy ma- 
chines from Coming out. Later in the 
day, while the fighting was most in- 
tense, British airmen dropped about 
three tons of bombs on the German fly- 
ing grounds as a further deterrent. 


Cou Attack. 
In piditicn “to — * the German 


airmen out of any early participation in 
the battle, the British airplanes were in 
a large degree responsible for the fact 
that the Germans could not launch a 
counter attack of appreciable strength 
until 40 hours after the battle of the air 
began and every bit of ground desired 
by the British in this particular opera- 
tion had been taken and secured. 

Far back of the German lines the Brit- 
ish planes searched out troops in every 
hamlet, town and village. In several 
places they saw them gathering or 


marching in the main streets, whereupon | B 


they flew down low at times and opened 
a fire which scattered the gray-clad 
soldiers in all directions. Convoys and 
ammunition and supply columns were 
‘Mtacked while on the march and the dis- 
organized men left their teams and au- 
temobiles on the road while they sought 
shelter in nearby ditches. 


Shot Rockets at German 
Airplanes attacked troops in the sup- 


pert trenches and sent them scurrying 
te, the cover of their dugouts. One pilot 
made so many of these attacks that he 
finally ran out of ammunition, but he 
delivered his last stroke by letting go 
his signal rockets at a platoon of sol- 
diers, who scattered. German troops 
wore fired upon in the more distant back 
areas as they were entraining for the 
front. Many of the enemy retreating 
from the British attack and hiding in 
shell holes were seen by the low-flying 
airmen and pelted with bullets. g 

One British pilot patrolled a road for 
half an hour before he saw anything to 
shoot at. Then a German military auto- 
mobile with three officers sitting in the 
beck seat came along. The Britisher 
dived at them from a height of 300 feet, 
firing at them as they came. He flew 
86 low eventually that the wheels of his 
under carriage barely missed the auto- 
mobile, which swerved into a ditch while 
going at about 40 miles an hour and 
crashed into a tree. . 

This same pilot later came across an 
active field gun battery and charged it, 
neattering the gun crew and hitting a 
number of them. Still farther along he 
attacked a column of Germans march - 
fag in fours. The column broke when 
he opened fire, scattering to both sides 
of the road. At no time during his stay 
inaide the German lines was this pilot 
more than 600 feet from the ground. 

Large numbers of British machines 
were on contact patrol work, flying low 
over the advancing lines of infantry, 
constantly watching their movements, 
thelr progress, any temporary reverse,

Pershing, personally, comment partlo- 
ularly on the signifieance of the arrival 
of the American advance guard as a 
symbol of “perhaps the greatest of all 
the great events in the midst of which 
we are living—so visibly great that none 
can pretend to foresee what the full 
harvest will be for the English-speaking 
world and the sacred doctrines it ac- 
cepts.” 

Emphasis is also laid on the certainty 
ef ultimate victory which American co- 
operation is believed to insure. A typ- 
{cal expression of this American confi- 
dence reads: 

“Ours is the burden of today, but the 
burden is made light by the knowledge 
that the co-operation of the United 
States ensures the glory of tomorrow.

Louis Bialock Arrested on Charge 
That Carries $20,000 Fine and 
15 Years in Prison. 


SON’S EXEMPTION SOUGHT

Louis Bialock, 50 years old, proprie-

Dr. Morse 
told a Post-Dispatch reporter the cir- 
cumstances of the alleged attempt, 
which he said was made at his office, 
2504 North Fourteenth street. 

Doctor Details Circumstances. 
Dr. Morse said that, soon after he 
was named on the Registration Board, 
Bialock came to him for treatment for a 
pain in the side. At that time, the phy- 
slelan said, he mentioned the fact that 
his son was of registration age and of- 
fered Dr. Morse $500 to keep him from 
being drafted. ‘‘No one will ever know,” 
he remarked, according to Dr. Morse. 
The physician replied that such a pro- 
posal was wholly improper and unlaw- 
ful, and warned Bialock to drop the 
idea. He said Bialock returned to the 
office Friday afternoon, consulted him 
again about his ailment, and then, as 
he was leaving the office, extended his 
hand. As Dr. Morse shook hands with 
him, he said, he felt a roll of bills in his 
palm, and heard Bialock say, “A little 
package for you, doctor. Remember 
No. 13.“ Young Bialock’s number in 
the ward registration list was 13, the 
physician said. There were 10 $10 bills in 
the roll, he declared.

Sheriff and Prisoner Reported 


Overtaken 40 


CLINTON, Mo., June 9.—It was re- 
here, shortly before midnight, 
that the sheriff of Green County and 
his prisoners, the suspects in the Keet 
kidnaping and murder case, had been 
captured by a band of pursuers from 
Springfield at Caplinger’s Mills, Cedar 
Countq, # miles south of Clinton. The 
Sheriff, it was reported, agreed to take 
his prisoners back to Springfield, on 
condition that no violence should be 
attempted, and the pursuers agreed to 
this, after having exacted from the 
prisoners the promise that they would 
tell all they knew of the kidnaping on 
their arrival at Springfeld. 

The reports as to the capture of the 
Sherift and his prisoners was brought 
here by the crew of a train which had 
passed near the scene of the capture. It 
followed earlier reports by telephone

Keet Baby’s Body Found in Well on 
Farm Eight Miles from Springfield 


SPRINGFIELD, Mo., June 9.—The 
body of Lloyd Keet, the 14-months-ola 
gon of J. Holland Keet, wealthy banker, 
who was kidnapped the nignt of May 30, 
was found in an old well on the de- 
gerted Crenshaw farm, near here, 
named as the headquarters of an 
alleged abducting band, shortly before 
moon today. The body was brought to 
Springfield from the farm, eight miles 
Southwest of here, and identified by the 
father and the mother. 

Working on private information that 
the body might be found on the farm, 
friends of Keet and private detectives 
went there for the search. The body, 
wrapped apparently inthe same olanket 
i» which the baby slept when it disap- 
peared, was floating on the water, 
Death seemingly was from drowning. 

No Marks Upon Body. 

There were no marks upon the 
baby’s body, excepting a little bruise 
on the face, probably received when 
the baby was thrown into the well. 

A coil of old wire was tied around 
the body.

Mother Hears News. 
Mrs. Keet had been advised only a fow

that his son was dead. 

What is the news?“ she asked. 

We have bad news,“ he said. ‘‘The 
baby is not well. I think they have 
found him.” 

Not well?” she echoed. “Of course, 
but they must have taken good care of 
ulm.“ 

“It’s worse than that,“ the father re- 
plied. “Our baby is dead.“ 

Mrs. Keet was led from the room, pros- 
trated with grief. She was placed under 
the care of physicians, who expressed 
grave concern for her. 

Prosecutor O'Day was in the party 
which discovered the body. When he 
eaw the body was that of a baby. he 
hurried into a farm house and used a 
telephone. Soon afterward, in the city, 
ten uutomobiles went to the county jail 
and all the prisoners were put into the 
machines and taken away quietly. When 
O’Day and the other searchers reached 
Springfield an hour later, the prisoners, 
in charge of Sheriff Webb, were many 
miles away. 

Almost coincident with the finding of 
the body the announcement was made 
that Federal authorities had joined in 
the investigation of the alleged abduc- 
tion plot activities, of the seven persons 
teing held. Officials have been endeav- 
oring to connect them with plans to kid- 
nap C. A. Clement, a wealthy jeweler 
here, and an unnamed baby. 


Crenshaw House Recently Used. 

The investigation late today of the 
Crenshaw house revealed that it pos- 
sibly had been used recently. As it 
was named, according to authorities, in 
statements given by the alleged plot 
ters, that fact was considered of im- 
portance. A cot on the second floor 
showed signs of having been used with- 
in a few days, apparently by a man. 
The outlines of a woman's feet were 
shown in the dust of the porch and a 
broken window on the second floor was 
thought to have provided entrance after 
one of the abductors had climbed a 
porch post. 
Tne house itself is situated about 
three-quarters of a mile from the Camp- 
bel strect road. It was thought to be 
an ideal spot from which a plot could 
have been carried out, as it was se- 
cluded.

If any- 
thing was said about it Mrs. Keet 
laughed. Burglars did not come to 
Meadowmere place, she said. She 
wore her jewels when she went out 
and her silver was marked with her 
full name and she did not think bur- 
glars would want it. 

In the hour, more or less, that inter- 
vened between the visit of the maid to 
the baby’s room and the return of the 
parents, an automobile came swiftly 
out Pickwick avenue and stopped at the 
driveway to the Keet grounds. Two 
men stepped from it and it backed quick- 
ly to the corner of Catalpa street, at 
the rear of the Keet grounds, and 
stopped in the middle of the block. All 
this was ascertained afterwards from 
neighbors who, at the time, did not sus- 
pect a crime was being committed. 

The two men went to the front of the 
house. They separated at the porch. One 
went to the side of the house and stood 
under one of the windows of the meer 
room. It is deduced from the subsequent 
developments that the other noiselessly 
entered the sun parlor and opened the 
door to the baby’s room. There was no 
light except that from a tiny night 
lamp beside the baby’s bed. 

The man stepped to the window at 
which he knew his confederate was 
waiting and raised the screen. Then 
he went back to the bed and Hfted the 
child, wrapped in its eiderdown quilt 
(the same one in which its little body 
was found 10 days later) and carried 
it to the window and passed it to the 
waiting confederate. 

He left the house as he had entered 
and joined his confederate in the shad- 
ows and they hurried away, through an 
opening in the stone wall at the back 
of the grounds, and crossed a vacant lot 
to Catalpa street and the automobile 
sped away with the kidnapers and the 
sleeping child. 3 

Mrs. Keet told the Post-Dispatch staff 
correspondent a few days ago about the 
discovery that her baby had been 
stolen. 

“We left the clud rather early.“ she 
said, and I think it must have been 
about 11:30 when we reached home. 

“T went at once to baby’s room. He 
was not in his bed. My first thought 
was that Ida had taken him into her bed 
and I went to her room, but he was 
not there. 

I awakened her and she drew on a 
kimono and came into his room. Then 
we noticed that the bed clothing was 
gone. Still I was not alarmed. It 
came into my mind that the cook might 
have taken him up to her room, but he 
was not there. 

n telt sure, then, that he had climbed 
out of bed and had crawled into an- 
other room or under the bed, taking the 
bed clothing with him.

At 6 o’clock that morning « letter was 


field public square. It was addressed to 
“Mr. Holand Keat,” in care of the 
Holland Bank, of which Keet was for- 
merly an officer. It was from one of 
the kidnapers. It contained a piece of 
the baby’s nightguwn. 

It demanded $6000 as the price of the 
baby’s return. It gave specific direc- 
tions. He was to flash a signal at 10 
o’clock that night from the top of a 
building on the public square and then 
drive alone in his automobile over a de- 
scribed route of about 50 miles through 
Greene and Christian counties, carrying 
with him the $6000. 

At a signal he was to stop and then 
drive ahead 100 yards and leave the 
money beside a lantern, and on return- 
ing to the spot where he had been 
stopped he would find instructions that 
would take him to his child. 

And if he failed to carry out the in- 
structions or made any attempt to have 
the kidnapers captured, the baby’s life 
would be the forfeit. 

Keet did not fail and he did not try to 
hav. the kidnapers captured. He 
flashed the signal from the high bulld- 
ing and started alone on the long night 
ride. It was a fearful night. The rain 
came down in torrents and the darkness 
was only relieved by the lightning’s 
flashes. 

He had been directed in the let- 
ter to ride with the top of his auto- 
mobile lowered and he had no pro- 
tection from the storm. He drove 
four hours at the rate of 12 miles 
an hour, as he had been directed, 
straining eyes and ears for the 
hoped-for signal, but there was no 
signal. And when he returned to his 
waiting wife in the Meadowmere 
home he neither had the child nor 
tidings of its fate. 

The next day another letter came. 
It gave as the reason for not car- 
rying out the compact that had been 
proposed that there were too many 
people abroad on the roads. Although 
it was not of Keet's doing, it seeins 
that some of his friends, wishing to 
be not far off if he needed them and 
possibly hoping to capture the kid- 
napers, were out in automobiles, not 
following Keet's machine, but driv- 
ing about over the section through 
which his route lay.

In the second letter the child- 
stealers said they would write again 
and give Keet new instructions 
about where to go and what to do. 
They did write again and gave other 
instructions and Keet again rode 
forth in the night and drove hour 
after hour, but the abductors ve 
no sign and he again returned with 
empty arme and aching heart to the 
woman who, waited in Meadowmere. 

Keet was not only willing to pay 
the $6000 that had been demanded, 
but he was willing to pay all that 
he possessed and impoverish himself 
of home and borrow te the limit of 
his credit. He feared that if at- 
tempts were made to capture the 
kidnapers they would kill the baby, 
as they had threatened to do. Offi- 
clals and friends wanted to search 
every foot of the shrrounding coun- 
try, but he begged them to do noth- 
ing until he had paid the ransom for 
the child's return. 

There was muttering. Men admit. 
ted that, in the same situation, they 
would do as Keet was doing, but the 
crime outraged public feeling, and 
there was chafing under the inaction 
which Keet’s plan imposed. The con- 
viction was strong that such inaction 
favored the success of the kidnapers

The feeling took form in a con- 
ference to which Keet was called.

was told that the men of Springfield 
were willing to keep hands off a rea- 
sonable time if assured that the ne- 
gotiations were getting somewhere 
and there was a chance of the return 
of the child soon. 

Keet told them all about it. The 
abductors wanted money, he said, and 
he was willing to pay it. hey were 
in communication with him, and he 
was confident that within a few hours 
he would have his boy. He told them 


he feared that if they took any ac- 
tion his baby would te killed. His 
pleading prevailed, and it was re- 


luctantly agreed that he should have 
a free hand in the further negotia- 
tions with the abductors. 

But a man who had been admitted to 
another kidnaping plot had been to 
Prosecuting Attorney Paul M. O’Day 
and had told him things that led him to 
believe that Taylor Adams and his wife, | 
Allie Adams, and thetr sons, Cletus and | 
Maxie, Claud J. Piersol and Sam Me- 
Ginnis might be implicated and he felt 
that it was his duty to have them ar- 
rested. That was done, and later George 
Walker, taxi driver, was also arrested 
on suspicion of having been the man 
who drove the kidnapers car. 

After that, it is understood, Keet re- 
ceived no more letters. ‘His confidence, 
in which his wife had shared, that the 
baby would be returned, waned. 


The man who gave information to 
O'Day said that when it was planned 
to kidnap the child of C. A. Clement, a 
Springfield jeweler, it was to have been 
taken to the deserted Crenshaw farm- 
house near the city. It was conjec- 
tured that the same house might have 
been used in the Keet kidnaping. Search 
was made and indications found that 
the old mansion had recently been fre- 
quented. ,

KIDNAPING CASES 


Charley Ross Mystery Never 
Solved—Eddie Cudahy and 
Billy. Whitla Found. | 


The kidnapping of the Keet baby re- | 
calls other famous child-thefts of the 
past few decades, especially the abduc- | 
tion of Charley, Ross, Eddie Cudahy and 
Billy Whitla. 

The Ross child, when 5 years of age, | 
was taken away from the home of his 
parents in Germantown, a suburb ot 
Philadelphia, July 1, 1874. The boy was 
driven away in a wagon .and $20,000 was 
demanded for his return. Attempts tu 
trap the abductors failed. For the next 
six months Christian Ross, the father of 
the boy, conducted secret negotiations 
with the kidnapers. Suddenly communi- 
cation ceased and the Ross boy has not | 
been heard of from that day. Every 
now and then stories appear in newspa- 
pers that the Ross boy, who would be 
44 years old, if alive, has been found. 
The father of the child died, convinced 
that the boy had been killed. The po- 
lice theory at the time was that 
had been disposed of when his 
were on the eve of being taken by 
police.

Thousands on Street Heard Re- 
ports That Kidnaping Sus- 
pects Had Been Taken. 


SPRINGFIELD, Mo., June At 6 
o'clock tonight the public square of 
Springfieid was crowded. Roughiv 


dressed men from tre hills of the Ozarks 
were on hand ready for any emergency. 
The crowd was filled with men and 
women and the word “lynch” was heard 
everywhere. 

The authorities awaited developments. 
Gov. Gardner was reached over the tel- 
ephone shortly after 6 o'clock and was 
informed of the situation. He imme- 
diately ordered Company K, Second In- 
fantry, held in readiness for duty. 

Sherif? Webb first gave out the report 
that he intended to take the Adatns 
family and Piersol to the Ozark Jail 
and started ostensibly for there. Ie 
had gone only a short distance, how- 
ever, when he switched to a side street 
and started north on his way to Clinton. 

Thousands of persons tonight surged 
in front of the undertaking establish- 
ment where the Keet baby lay, and 
tock their turns in passing through to 
view the little body.

Omaha home in 1900 when 14 years old. 
Twenty-five thousand dollars was de- 
manded for the return of the child and 
it was paid. Although it has generally 
been assumed that the child was stolen 
by Pat Crowe, a jury acquitted him. 

The Whitla child was kidnaped in 
March, 1900, from the family home in 
Sharon, Pa. He was 9 years old. A 
week later the child was returned in 
Cleveland on the payment of $10,000. 
Later James H. Boyle and his wife were 
arrested and sentenced to life for the 
kidnaping. 

A recent St. Louis kidnaping was that 
of Frank ‘Viviano, 8-year-old son of 
Gaetano Viviano of 5855 Waterman ave- 
nue. The child was stolen on March 1 
last while on his way to school. On 
March 13 he was found wandering at 
Fourteenth and O' Fallon streets. The 
father admitted that he had paid the 
$5000 ransom demanded by the kidnap- 
ers, who thereupon had freed the child. 

In 1909 two cousins of Frank Viviano, 
Grace and Tomasso Viviano, 2 and 5 
years old, respectively, were stolen from 
their home at 1011 North Seventh street. 
Twenty-five thousand dollars was de- 
manded for their return. Two months 
later the children were found in Chicago 
and returned. The police were never 
able to learn whether the ransom or 
any part of it was paid. 

On Oct. 4, 1916, Alphonse Magarian, 
the 3-year-old son of A. G. Magarian, a 
wealthy Armenian of East St. Louis, 
disappeared from his home. A reward 
of $2000 was offered for the return of the 
lad. No demand for ransom was made, 
but on Oct. 13 the headless body of the 
child was found on a dump near Fast 
St. Louis.

Shaft of Granite Mountain Work- 
ings Caves In, Virtually 
Dooming Buried Men. 


BUTTE, Mont., June 9.—Fifty bodies

North Butte Mining Co. late this af ter- 
noon, and 148 more of the 412 miners 
who went on shift last night before the 
fire was discovered were still missing.

The Granite Mountain shaft, where 
the fire started on the 2400-foot level 
from contact of a carbide lamp flame 
with the frayed tar, soaked cambric 
insulation of a huge cable, has caved 
in for a considerable distance, and all 
smoke and gas being fanned out of the 
miles of underground workings is pour- 
ing out of the collar of the shaft.

WHY MOTOR TRUCKS 
ARE REPLACING HORSES 


Almost countless columns have been 
printed on the pessing of the horse and 
the reasons therefore, but new and 
astounding figures come to light every 
day which make the situation more im- 
pressive to the casual observer. In Los 
Angeles County, California, for example, 
a late report shows that there are less 
than half of the number of horses there 
today than there were in 1900 and in 
the meantime the number of registered 
automobiles in the same county has in- 
creased from six to 79,146. 

In 1900, there were on the county as- 
sessor’s books 47,000 horses, valued at 
$5,000,000. There were just six motor 
cars valued at $8,400. The next ten years 
reduced the number of horses to 31,000 
having a value. of $3,000,000. The auto- 
mobiles numbered 11,000, having a 
value of $15,400,000. During the ensuing 
six years the horses dropped down to 
20,000 while the automobiles jumped 
nearly to the 80,000 mark, with a total 
value of nearly $100,000,000. 

About a dozen dont’s give the more 
important reasons for the rapid decline 
of the time honored hodse, in the opinion 
of E A. Williams, Jr., president of the 
Garford Motor Truck Company. 

“In the first place, he says, motor 
trucks don’t eat every time they stand 
still. They don’t keep you up at night 
with the collis or other ailments to 
which the equine body is heir. They 
don't have distemper. They don't balk, 
if you feed them and take care of them. 
They don’t have lockjaw, or something 
equally serious, when they step on rusty 
nails, but they keep right on about their 
business. They don't die.“ * 


SUBMARINES CHANGE 
MOTOR CAR ROUTING 


Automobile manufacturers with large 
export businesses have developed a 
deep-seated grudge against the much 
advertised German submarine, accord- 
ing to A. S. Watson, export manager 
for the Allen Motor Co., Fostoria, O., 
in a letter to the Mound City Auto Co 
of St. Louis. 

The reason for this strange prejudice, 
‘says Mr. Watson, is that automobiles 
directed to Australian and New Zea- 
land ports must now make a trip across 
the continent in order to avoid danger 
of contact with the Kaiser's pets. 

Until recently most New Zealand and 
Australian consignments went to New 
York and from there down the east 
coast and through the Panama Canal. 
But when his imperial German majes'y 
declared unrestricted submarine war- 
fare the Atlantic Ocean lost some of its 
popularity with the Allen company. 

The more trustworthy waters of the 
Pacific now carry the Allen cars to 
Austrailia and New Zealand and, of 
course, San Francisco and Vancouver 
are the points of embarkation, instead 
of New York. 


EXPORTS ARE HEAVY. 


Foreign shipments, despite all the dif- 
ficulties imposed by the war, have been 
an important feature of Marmon 34 
sales all spring. Nordyke & Marmon Co 
of Indianapolis say within the last 10 
days of May foreign shipments of the 
Marmon amounted to more thar 9 cars. 
Thirteen went to Peru and Chile. Tey 
cars, six touring and four roadsters, 
went to the Marmon dealer at Christi- 
ana, Norway; and dealers in the Phil- 
ippines got two cars on the way to 
them. Three Marmons were shipped to 
San Juan, Porto Rica.

The care of tubes is an important 
item for the consideration of the 
motorist who wants to keep nis ex- 
penses down.

A WARNING 


Admonishes Service Men and

WASHINGTON, June 9%.—Convinced 
that valuable naval information is 
reaching the enemy, Secretary Daniels

quest of Admiral Benson, chief of opera- 
tions, forbidding all persons in the na- 
val service from discussing, except of- 
ficially, even among themselves or with 
the members of their families, any 
question relating to the disposition, 
movements or proposed movements of 
naval or military forces.”

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LOSS OF LIFE 


QUAKE BELIEVED 
TO BE NOT GREAT 


Wide Destruction of Property, 
However, Is Reported From 
San Salvador. 


PEOPLE HAD WARNING 


Two Neighboring Towns Virtu- 
ally Destroyed and Most of 
Deaths Occurred There. 


SAN JUAN DEL SUR, Nicaragua, 
June 9.—Although the earthquake which 
shook San Salvador, capital of Salvador, 
and neighboring towns Thursday even- 


ing, caused considerable destruction of 
property, it is not believed that the loss 
of life was great. However, no authen- 
tic information of the casualties and 
damage caused by the earthquake and 
the simultaneous eruption of the San 
Salvador volcano is as yet obtainable. 

Some of the principal commercial! 
houses and theaters in San Salvador 
were destroyed, as were hundreds of 
smaller homes. The neighboring towns 
of Armenia and Quezaltepeque were 
virtually destroyed and most of the 
casualties caused by the disaster oc- 
curred there. The large town of Santa 
Tecla, several miles west of San Sal- 
vador, suffered great property damage, 
but the loss of life there was small. 

Earth Shocks Cortinue. 

The earth shocks continue to be felt 
in the country side around San Sal- 
vador, but they are diminishing in 
intensity. 

The residents of the Salvadorean cap- 
ital, according to the accounts of eye- 
witnesses, were finishing the evening 
meal when the city and the surround- 
ing towns began tot shake. This was 
at 7 o'clock Thursday evening. Almost 
simultaneously the San Salvador vol- 
cano began to throw out lava and ashes 
through three freshly opened craters. 
The extremely low casualty ligt in San 
Salvador is believed to be due to the 
early hour of the disaster, as it en- 
abled the inhabitants to flee to the 
streets and other open places as soon 
as the first shock was felt. 

Quake Accompanied by Rain. 

A torrential rain accompanied the 
earthquake and feil for six hours, 
greatly increasing the sufferings of the 
inhabitants who had erected temporary 
shelters in the squares and public gar- 
dens. 

Although the earth shocks were felt 
at a considerable distance from the cen- 
ter of activity, the departments of San 
Salvador and La Libertad were thos 
chicfly affected. 

Funds for the relief of the sufferers 
are being raised in Nicaragua and Costa 
Rica. 

A message received here from tha 
President of Nocaragua also indicates 
that the castialties at San Salvador were 
small. 

A report from San Miguel says only 
100 houses were left standing in San Sal- 
vador, a city of appreximately 64,000 in- 
habitants. 


EAST ST, LOUISAN HELD FOR 
MAILING ANTI-DRAFT CIRCULARS 


Naturalized Dane Says He Was Sway- 
ed by Emma Goldman Three 
Years Ago. 

J. B. Nelson, 43 years old, a news. 
paper carrier, residing at 605 North 
Twenty-eighth street, East St. Louls, 
was arrested yesterday afternoon on a 
Federal warrant, charging conspiracy 

to violate the conscription act. 

About 1000 anti-conscription circulars 
were confiscated at his home last Sun- 
day. The circulars urged that all per- 
sons resist conscription and donate 
money to defend persons apprehended 
by the Government. The eircular was 
signed ‘‘No-Conscription League, 2 
North 125th street, New Vork.“ 

Nelson came to this country from Den- 
mark 28 years ago, and is a naturalized 
citizen. He said that about three years 
ago he heard Emma Goldman speak, 
thought her speeches were good and 
later he subscribed $5 for the defense cf 
several dynamiters in California. 

About a month ago he received an 
anti-conscription circular through the 
mails and, after reading it, sent 82 to 
the league to assist it. A week ago he 
received several hundred of the circu- 
lars. He said he only gave away four 
or five and did not know that it was 
against the law.

Meanwhile he is in jail 
in default of $2500 bond. 


EASTERN RAILROADS SUBMIT 
RATE INCREASE ARGUMENS 


Shippers Urge Commerce Commission 
to Make Thorough Inquiry Before 
Granting Advance. 

WASHINGTON, June 9.—Eastern frall- 
ways and shippers today submitted to 
the Interstate Commerce Commission 
their final arguments on the proposed 
15 per cent advance in freight rates. The 
carriers in other sections and other in- 
terested parties will be heard Monday 
and Tuesday. 

The Eastern carriers’ attorneys told 
the commission that ample evidence of 
an emergency had been presented; in- 
creased costs of fuel, supplies and equip- 
ment, as well as advanced costs of la- 
bor under the Adamson law.

ING CANARES } 
VERY SIMPLE MATTER 


Biologist of U. S. Department of 
Agriculture Tells of Various 
Requsites for Songsters. 


Contrary to the belief of many per- 
sons who have had no expérience in 
keeping canaries, the matter of feeding 
these birds its very simple. According 
to Alexander Wetmore, assistant biolo- 
gist of the Bureau of Biological Survey, 
Department of Agriculture, the prime re- 
quisite in the way of feed for canaries 
is a supply of good canary seed to which 
is added a small quantity of rape seed 
and.a little hemp. This seed may be 
bought already mfked. One should be 
careful. to see that the seed is clean 
and wel] matured, but not too old and 
musty. 

This seed mixture is the staple diet, 
but in addition the birds should have 
some lettuce, chickweed, or a bit of ap- 
ple frequently. Bread moistened in scald- 
ed milk and fed cold is also good, but 
all moist food should be fed strictly 
fresh, and not too wet. About once a 
week food may be given, made by minc- 
ing an entire hard boiled egg and add- 
ing to it an equal quantity of bread or 
unsalted cracker crumbs. This, too, 
should be fed only when fresh. Cuttle 
bone should always be kept before the 
birds. 

During the breeding season the egg 
food must be given daily as soon as the 
birds are pairec. While the female is 
hatching it may be discontinued or fed 
once every three or four days. For the 
first day after the hatch the yolk of a 
hard-boiled egg only should be given. 
Bread crumbs are added to this gradu- 
ally until the third day, when the egg 
food, as prepared ordinarily, is given 
again. But no matter what other foods 
are fed, the seed mixture should always 
be present. Just enough of the egg or 
moist food should be given so that the 
allowance will be cleaned up at each 
feeding. When the young are four or 
five days old green food may be fed, but 
the egg food must be continued until 
they aré fully grown and able to crack 
canary seed for themselves. 

Meal worms occasionally are good for 
birds that are not tMriving. A craving 
for animal food may be satisfied by bits 
of raw steak, but it is not advisable to 
feed this regularly as it will cause a foul 
odor about the cage. For delicate birds 
rape seed soaked in water overnight and 
carefully drained until dry, is beneficial. 
When the old birds are caring for well- 
grown young birds, feeding cracked 
hemp seed will lighten their labor. En- 
glish fanciers favor maw seed or poppy 
seed as a stimulant, but its use must be 
guarded. It is poisonous to most ani- 
mals, including man, but seems to have 
no effect on birds. 


How to Improve 
the Poultry Flock 


It has become a well-established prin- 
ciple in breeding poultry that, in order 
to improve the progeny from generation 
to generation, it is best to choose par- 
ents which have similar characteristics, 


If one wants a general purpose fowl, it’ 


may be had by mating a male from a 
meat-producing strain to hens which are 
excellent layers and bred from layers, 
and again it may not. The result may 
be a mongrel or scrub, or it mav be 
some birds which partake of the quali- 
ties of one parent, and some which have 
the qualities of the other. At any rate, 
such breeding is not scientific. 

The best way to get all-purpose fowls 
is to breed from an all-purpose pair of 
parents. In this way you tend to inten- 
sify the qualities desired. The progeny 
of any pair of animals are not likely 
to be half way between the two parents 
in character. They tend to be either 
like one parent or the other. 

The old principle that the mals Is 
half the pen’’ should be remembered, 
In other words, the male should be 
chosen with more care than the fe- 
males. 


Keep Incubators 
Clean and Wholesome 


Incubators should be clean and whole- 
some. When the old one is first used 
every precaution should be used to see 
that it be absolutely sweet and clean. 
Wash It thoroughly with soap and water 
and brush. A little carbolio acid, or some 
food disinfectant in the water, will help. 
And then the incubator should be kept 
in a ganitary condition all season. It 
should be cleaned thoroughly after each 
hatch. In other respects also the in- 
cubator should be kept in a sanitary 
condition. 

A cellar is an excellent place for an 
incubator if it is not too dark and damp. 
Above all, provision for ventilation 
should be made in the incubator cellar. 
Poor hatches are often the result of bad 
alr in the room or cellar in which the 
incubator is kept. A good practice is 
first to have the inetibator clean, pro- 
vide good air and then follow carefully 
the printed instructions of the manufac- 
turer throughout the period of inouba- 
tion.

Duck Eggs in Incubaters. 

Please advise me as to he time to 
start the moisture, the time te stop 
and how often to apply it, in hatch- 
ing duck and geese eggs iii a regular 
hot water heated, non-moisture style 
of incubator.— L. E. H., St. Louis, Mo. 

We could have given a much more 
definite and intelligent reply had we 
known the make of Incubator you in- 
tend to use for this purpose. Some 
machines do not require additional 
moisture, but nine out of ten do re- 
quire more than is provided for. In 
general our advice would be to place 
two wet Turkish towels in the bot- 
tom of the incubator after the sev- 
enth day. Wring these from steam- 
ing hot water and put them in the 
nusery tray morning and night until 
the morning of the twenty-seventh 
day. The amount of moisture re- 
quired varies with the temperature 
of the room in which the machine is 
placed, and also the circulation of 
air in the room. Generally speaking, 
all the moisture that is needed by 
these eggs will be evaporated from 
the towels. During warm dry weath- 
er you will find more moisture has 
disappeared from the towels than on 
rainy or damp, cool ass. 


How to Eliminate 
the Broody Hens 


Eliminate the broody hens. Even the 
fowls have no right to sit and do nothing 
at a time when the country is facing a 
food shortage, according to Ross M. 
Sherwood, acting head of the poultry 
department in the Kansas Agricultural 
College. 

“The average hen lays four to five 
eges a week, worth 12 to 15 cents at the 
present price of eggs, said Sherwood. 
„Hens should be broken up’ as soon as 
they become broody. If possible, do not 
let them set over night, för a day saved 
in. shutting them up may save two days 
of their laying period. 

„Broody hens should be placed in airy 
coops with slat bottoms and kept off the 
ground. Too frequently an ordinary box 
or tub is turned over them, and as a 
result they are almost as conterit to sit 
on the ground as they were on the nest. 

‘It is a mistake to starve a broody 
hen. She should be well fed, so that she 
will be ready to lay when turned out. 
Avoid fattening the hen while breaking 
er up. Give a limited amount of grains 
and a liberal supply of milk and table 
scraps. Care should be taken to turn 
the hens out as soon as they are broken 
up.“ 


Give Your Pullets 
Shell-Forming Food 


Give the pullets a good supply of 
shell-forming material. They crave it, 
especially when they are laying their 
first eggs, and failure to supply it may 
mean the formation of the vicious habit 
of egg-eating, which ig contagious and 
sometimes very difficult to break up. 

Pullets should have, besides grain, 
some meat, oyster shell, grit and green 
stuff. If fed properly they are not lik

Order Became Effective at Mid- 
night Last Night, and Viola- 
tors Will Be Arrested. 


NO PERMITS GIVEN HERE 


4500 Applications Filed, but No 
Date for Issuance Fixed 
Zone Boundaries. 


The Government's restricted zone or- 
der, by which enemy aliens without spe- 
cial permits are forbidden to live in or 
traverse zones barred to them, became 
effective at midnight last night. 

At the office of the United States 
Marshal in the Federal building it was 
stated that enemy aliens who enter any 


I the 10 restricted zones in St. Louis 
or the four restric zones in Bast St. 
Louis are now subject to arrest. 

The zones, as has been told, were fixed 
under proclamation of President Wilson 
that enemy aliens shall not be permitted 
to approach or be found within one-half 
rale of any Federal or State fort, camp, 
ersenal, aircraft station, Government or 
naval vessel, factory or workshop for 
the manufacture of munitions of war or 
of any products for the use of the army 
and navy. 

The original time set for enforcing the 
order was June 1, but on that day an 
e<tension until June 9 was announced by 
Attorney-General Gregory to give the 
Department of Justice more time to con- 
sider the large number of applications 
for permits which were being filed by 
enemy aliens. 

No Permits Given Here. 

No permits have been given to appl. 
cants here and no date for their Is- 
suance has been announced. Cons2qu«nt- 
ly the 4500 enemy aliens, who nave ap- 
plied here for permits, are now sibqec. 
to arrest. Enemy aliens wh) cannot 
show they have applied for permits will 
be interned while those who have up- 
plied will be released if arrested before 
the permits are issued. 

Enemy aliens who have not applied 
tor permits will be arrested and in- 
terned if they make such applications, 
Marshal John Lynch announced. 

It is likely that the permits to be Is. 
sued by the Government to ailens will 
not be given out to applicants until all 
of them have been investigated, and this 
may take a week or more. Thus far 
oly about one-fourth of the St. Louis 
applicants have been investiguted by 
the Marshal’s deputies and Department 
of Justice agents. 

Yesterday, the last day for the filing 
of applications for permits, 417 appl. 
cants appeared at the Marshal's office. 
All were accommodated. 

Downtown District Restricted. 

The barred zones are each of a halt. 
Talle radius about the polnt designed to 
be protected by their ‘establishment. 
Two of the zones in St. Louis include all 
or tae downtown district, extending 
‘from the river on the east to Fifteenth 
Street on the west, and from Brooklyn 
street on the north to Hickory street on 
(the south. The zones overlap, converg- 
ing at Second street and Washington 
avenue, and at Eleventh street and Lu- 
cas avenue, The warehouses of the 
army medical department are in these 
Civiricts, one at Seventh street and 
Clark avenue and the other at Broad- 
way and O' Fallon street. 

The Zone established about the ar- 
mory of Cavalry Troop B, at Oakland 
and Macklin avenues, extends’ a half 
mile into Forest Park, and includes the 
Mounted District Police Station and 
Forest Park Highlands. 

In the central section of the city, 
zones have been established about the 
-armories of the First Missouri Infan- 
‘try at Grand and Manchester avenues, 
and Battery A at Grand avenue and 
Hickory street. The limits of these 
nones, which overlap, are Washington 
avenue, at Grand avenue, on the north, 
*DMeTonty street on the south, Cardinal 
avenue on the east, and a short distance 
beyond Vandeventer avenue, on the 
west. 

Free stones have deen established 
about large munitions plants in the cen- 
tral westrn portion of the city, extend- 
ing from Hamilton avenue on the east. 
Into St. Louls County on the west, and 
including a part of University City. The 
#onea extend also from Washington 
avenue on the south, to a point beyond 
Greenwood Cemetery in the county. 
Two zones on the South Side have 
‘Been established about the Marine Hos- 
pital and the Arsenal. These extend 
‘from the river on the east to Ohio ave- 
Ave on the west, and from Victor 
Street on the north to Gasconade street 
on the south. They overlap. 

Tm East St. Louis the zones have as 
their centers the Aluminum Ore Co. 
“3800 Missourt avenue; the General Roof- 
tng Co., at Seventeenth street and the 
‘Southern Rallway tracks; the Malleable 
“Tron Works, at Fifteenth street and 
“Converse avenue, and the barracks of 
Tilinols troops stationed at Nineteenth 
and State streets. 

Tt is expected that more zones will be 
‘established in St. Louis end on the 
Fast Side shortly, as many factories on 
both sides of the river are to be con- 
verted into munitions factories or manu- 
factories for the production of supplies 

of various kinds for the Government.

Attorney-General Strikes New 
Lead in Investigating Graft 
at Jefferson City. 


By a Staff Correspondent of the Post- 
Dispatch. 

JEFFERSON CITY, June 9.—Attorney- 
General McAllister, who returned to 
his office in the Capitol today after sev- 
eral days’ work in connection with the 
St. Louis grand jury investigation of 
graft in the Missouri Legislature, was 
occupied nearly all of today in prepar- 
ing for a continuation of the investiga- 
tion mext week. 3 

In addition to checking up the testi- 
mony of witnesses already examined on 
the St. Louis police salary increase bill 
and the optometry bill, the Attorney- 
General was investigating important 
leads of crookedness in connection with 
other legislation. 

One of the most important links in 
the chain of evidence being slowly wov- 
en about leaders in the Legislature was 
discovered today when the Attorney- 
General was informed that a legislator 
had solicited a $1000 bribe in Jefferson 
City from a representative of a chiro- 
practic college for his vote and work 
ein connection with the passage of a bill 
to license chiropractors in Missouri. 

The registers and books of account 


of the Madison Hotel, where lobbyists 


entertained members of the Legislature, 
and which was the home during the 
session of the more influential legisla- 
tors and of the more influential lobby- 
ists, were obtained today by the Attor- 
ney-General, who started one of his as- 
sistants at work on them to check the 
accuracy of certain testimony already 
given, and to prepare for questions to 
be asked witnesses next week. 

Aside from the testimony on the police 
salary bill the information received as 
to the chiropractic bill is considered by 
official to be of unusual importance. 

It has been stated that a member of 
the Legislature learned that there was 
a lobby fund amounting to several 
thousand dollars in connection with the 
bill, and that he told friends that he un- 
derstood other members were to receive 
money on it and that he intended to get 
his share. 

Wanted $250 at Once. 

The member referred to opposed the 
bill in the House and it was defeated 
for- engrossment, one of the technical 
steps in the progress of a bill. 

Afterward, it is stated, he met a man 
who was known as a _ lobbyist and 
agreed to try to get a reconsideration 
of the bill if he was paid $250, the 
agreement also containing a provision 
that he was to be paid an additional 
$750 if the bill passed. 

The Attorney General will have a 
subpena issued for the lobbyist whose 
name has been mentioned in connection 
with the transaction, and it is expected 
he will be before the St. Louts grand 
jury next week. 

In Kansas City today Hunt C. Moore, 
Prosecuting Attorney, acting on sugges- 
tion of Circuit Attorney McDaniel of 
St. Louls, demanded of the Gate City 
Bank a check for $2115 drawn by H. H.

There are a good many ways of winning baseball 

games. Sometimes the better team wins, sometimes 

not. It may be that the poorer team had a fox on it 
somewhere, and every time the umps are asleep or look- 
ing the other way, he puts one over. It has been done. 

There are, of course, some people who believe in playing 

baseball on the level. But a good many other birds 

realize that it is played on a diamond, and so take ad- 
vantage of all the corners. They practice anything they 
can get away with. They declare for ruthless baseball. 

Get the better of the opposing team anyhow, and inter-

But Kelly generally had better luck than that, and here 
is an example of the sort of stuff he got away with: 
When I was with Detroit Kel was playing with Anson’s 
Chicago club. At a game in Detroit, when I came to bat 
in the ninth inning, there were two out and three on 
base. Moments like that are big ones in a batter’s life, 
and I got a toe hold and made up my mind to tear the 
cover off the first-good one that came across. I believe 
we needed all three runs, too. Kel was playing in the 
field that day. I picked out one that I Hked and hit 
it hard enough to drive it out of the Iot. I was sure the 
ball was going over the fence, because Kelly was running 
Just as he got 
near the fence he made a wonderful jump and got the 
ball. That made three out; the game was over, and Kel 
kept right om running into the clubhouse, taking the ball 
with bim. We lost the game, of course. 

Some time later Kel confessed to me that the ball he 
apparently caught he had never evem touched. It had 
cleared the fence by 10 feet! e 

When Kelly played in the outfield it was a customary 
thing for him to have an extra ball planted out there in 
case he should need it! Of course, opposing teams didn’t 
know this at the time. If they had, Kel probably would 
have died a violent death.

He wasn't above trying to put a man out, even with a

The opposing team 
vowed he was out, the bleachers and the 
grandstand howled; but the ump didn't see 
what Kel had done, and so the old fox got 
away with it! 

Kel was the most genial fellow in the 
world off the diamond, but when he was on 
it, umpires were an eyesore to him.

HE letters which are reproduced in part on this 
page were never intended to be published; in- 
deed, when they were placed between the covers 
of a book it was without the author's knowl- 

edge. But justification was found in the thought that 
they would serve a purpose—that of bringing help to 
France. Such proved to be the case. 

Now it ts believed that théy can be of value in an- 
other way. American women are going to France to 
serve as Red Cross nurses in the hospitals at the front; 
from these letters they can glean what that means 
what it means to work 14 hours a day; clean and ban- 
dage the ghastliest wounds without a tremor; invent 
the very tools of her trade when they are wanting; 
summon the strength, when necessary, to carry a sick 
man in her arms from his bed to the operating room; 
„mother her charges—and all the time carry a smile 
on her lips and a jest on her tongue; for these some- 
times are as efficacious as medicine. 

The letters were written by an American girl, the 
daughter of a former Medical Director of the United 
States navy. She':was in France when the war broke 
out, passed an examination for a nurse’s diploma in the 
French Red Cross and was sent to the front, with rank 
of Lieutenant, to serve in a French army hospital near 
the trenches of the Marne. She is known only as 
“Mademoiselle Miss,’ which is the name her charges 
bestowed upon her. 3

ORK has begun in earnest. Alas, that 
I dare not take the time from sleep 
for more than a hasty scrawl, but 
when one puts in 12 hours’ work 
daily, one must guard jealously the 
other 12. Actually, for the first time 
in my life I begin to feel as a normal 

being should, in spite of the blood and anguish in which 

I move. I really am USEFUL, that is all, and too busy 

to remember myself, past, present or future. 


You know how it is in the trenches—load and fire 
most of the time. That's how it is here. During the 
last week we have averaged 25 operations daily. One 
day we had 33, and if you have any conception of an 
operating room where they are short of assistants, you 
may know there was not much time left over. But the 
struggle, and the sense that one is saving bits from 
the wreckage, doesn't give one a chance to be mastered 
by the unutterable woe. 

In these days I have lost four—two peritonitis, one 
hemorrhage, one tetanus and several others are in a des- 
perate condition. I have never left my ward except 
for six hours’ sleep each night. * * * 

haven't the time nor the heart to tell you the tale 
of my days, but I tell you this, that I shall never get 
hardened to last agonies and heart-broken families. And 
when my little No. 23 flung out his arms last night to- 
gay “Goodby” (he knew he was going)—‘O, my sister, 
my sister! Kiss me!”—I tell you it took control to finish 
giving the last of my 34 anti-tetanus injections a few 
minutes later. 


I never dreamed what real work was before, of course; 
but now I know, and am learning mighty quick to ac- 
commodate myself to the revelation—never to take two 
steps when I can arrive in one, never to bend over the 
low beds if I can sit, to relax everything but the occu- 
pied hand when I am feeding a patient. These seem 
little things, but just because of them I am fit as pos 
gible, though I work always more than 14 hours a day.

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A record day without a death, and everything went like 
clockwork. I had several inspirations—impossible to 
live without them here on the front—for constructing 
important things out of nothing. Don't be surprised 
af I turn out inventor! One has to be out here.

“Yes, indeed,” declares Dr. Guy Otis Brewster of 
New York and Dover, N. J., and so impressed is the 
Government with his ideas that army ordnance experts 
have tested his theories and are now making ready to 
report upon them at Washington. 

In a word, Dr. Brewster has devised a bullet-proof 
ormor for the use of the American army which can stop 
our own high-power bullets with ease and effectiveness 
—an armor light enough for a man to wear in a charge 
and flexible enough for him to handle his rifle for a 
bayonet attack or to shoot at the enemy from any po- 
sition, 


R. BREWSTER is one of the leading resi- 
rents of Dover, where he is a specialist 
in diseases of the eye, nose and ear, as 
well as director of physical training in 
the public schools. Some years ago he 
filled the same position in the De Witt 
Clinton High School in New York. He

That led him to experimenting 
with armor that could stand more, even to the stoppage 
of the terrific flight of a bullet. At last, he says, he has 
succeeded—at any rate, the other day out in Dover, he 
donned his helmet and armor and let them fire at him 
with a high-velocity army rifle. The bullets never found 
their mark in him; they were spattered to bits or melted 
by the tremendous heat of the impact against the tough- 
ened steel that was only scarred. It was a great day for 
Dr. Brewster. He had set the army officers to thinking. 

“I have worked for years,” said Dr. Brewster, when he 
was asked to tell something about his invention, on 
the physiological principle of distributing shock from 
the point of its impact. From the first I had in mind 
the making of some shock-proof, puncture-proof appa- 
ratus, or armor, which couldn’t be knocked off. I wanted 
it to be as much the part of the wearer as his undercloth- 
ing. I think I have found it.” 

Digressing momentarily, it may be said here that sev- 
eral foreign nations have worked for years to get bullet- 
proof armor for their soldiers, but without any suc- 
cess. Plenty of devices that would stop a bullet have 
been made, but when a man put one on and allowed him- 
self to be shot at, the shock of the bullet either knocked 
him down or else paralyzed him. This didn’t discourage 
Dr. Brewster.

“My problem,” , 
the points of the skeleton which would take up the shock 
of a powerful impact at any angle and distribute jt, 
without driving the man backward or knocking him 
down. You know, it takes a very little unexpected shock 
to throw a man off his balance. A small wound will knock 
a man down. I had to devise, therefore, an apparatus 
that in taking up the shock would avoid the ganglia which 
lead direct to the cerebral and spinal systems, and to the 
sympathetic nervous system, as well. The two biggest 
points I had to consider were whether the tremendous 
impact of the bullet would not dislocate the skeleton or 
knock down the wearer. ) | 

In fine, my bullet-proof armor had not only to be 
impervious to the bullet, but it had to stand a ton-and- 
a-half blow from a projectile traveling half a mile a 
second.“ ; 

You might think one of the characters from “Alice in 
Wonderland” had jumped out of Lewis Carrols whinsy 
to see Dr. Brewster coming at you in his coat of Beth- 
lehem steel. Did you spy him running head-on in the dark 
of the moon it would require little straining of the imag- 
ination to make him a hobgoblin on evil bent—the conical 
head, the angled armor bedy-piece, the great, staring eye- 
lids of steel, opened up enough to give him a view in 
front, a thing of satanic aspect, verily. 

The apparatus weighs something like 30 pounds. It is 
held on my two straps of webbing which will stand a 
wetting, and which a man may easily cut loose. The 
steel armor comes to an angle in front, both head and 
body, which are separate pieces. Topping all is a semi- 
pyramidal headpiece of steel to protect from shots above, 
or shrapnel. 

The body-piece looks exactly like a shield that has been 
bent in the middle at an angle of 45 degrees. It comes 
to a point in front, and at the shoulders it is raised a 
trifle. The headpiece is fitted on behind it and over the 
shoulders, enabling the soldier wearer to bend his neck. 
This is necessary in order that he may raise his rifle to 
the position of aim.“ 
through which he sees. In case of heavy fire he may drop 
two lids over the eyes which are pierced with two tiny 
holes at the line of sight, so that he can see, even with 
the lids down. Thus armored, every vital part is pro- 
tected, and should occasion demand it, other pieces for 
the legs and arms and back can be made and worn which 
will add little to the weight. 

“Your armor must stand two tests: 1. That it will 
enable the wearer to take the offensive. 2. That the 
shock of the bullet impact will not throw tim flat on 
his back.“ 5 * 

Such was the gist of a jetter from Washington to Dr. 
Brewster when he wrote to the Ordnance Bureau. If 
this could be met then Dr. Brewster might come along; 
the ordnance experts were willing to be shown. Dr.

The first test was at Frankford Arsenal, near Philadel- 
phia. Armor-piercing bullets were fired at the apparatus 
from all angles, but not one of them pierced its toughened 
skin of steel.

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ODERN war, with its long-range guns 


and scientific appliances for wholesale | 


killing, is vastly unlike that of the 

old days, they have. been telling us 

ever since the nations of Europe be- 

gan their grapple in the summer of 

1914. The exception which proves the 
rule was the fight between two British and six German 
destroyers in the English Channel on the night of 
April 20. 

In this engagement British jack tars had a taste of 
the sea fighting that was in vogue in Lord Nelson’s 
day. For the first time in a great many years two war- 
ships actually clashed together and the crew of one 
boarded the other. The once familiar cry of Out cut- 
lasses, and at em!“ rang across the deck of the Briton 
and there was hand-to-hand fighting a-plenty. 

The matter-of-fact account of the fight furnished by 
the British Admiralty has been supplemented by stories 
from the lips of men who took part in it, which have 
just reached this country. Together they form a thrilling 
narrative of one of the most blood-enlivening “scraps” 
of the war and furnish the amazing information that 
the entire battle, in which at least two Germans were de- 
stroyed and the rest of-the ships engaged considerably 
damaged, lasted only five minutes. 

The British ships which went into the engagement 
against such great odds were the destroyers Broke and 
Swift. The former was commanded by Commander Am- 
brose M. Peck and the latter by Commander Edward 
R. G. R. Evans, who is by way of becoming one of 
England's greatest naval heroes. He was second in com- 
mand of Capt. Scott’s Antarctic expedition and was made 
a Commander in the navy in recognition of his services 
as an explorer. He was the youngest man of that rank 
in the service, being only 34 years old when appointed. 
Recently he has been placed in command of England's 
entire destroyer flotilla. 

The night of April 20 was intensely dark. The Swift 
and Broke were on patrol duty in the channel and were 

proceeding in a westerly course when, at 12:40 a. m., 
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the Swift sighted an enemy flotilla going east at high 
speed. They were within about 600 yards range, and 
hardly had they been sighted when the British heard their 
fire gongs and they opened fire all down the liné. 


Commander Peck immediately decided to ram the 
leading enemy destroyer, knowing full well that he was 
taking desperate chances. But at his order the wheel of 
the Swift was turned around, and with every occupant of 
the bridge temporarily blinded by flashes, she was driven 
straight for the enemy. She missed, but fortunately shot 
through the line unscathed. She turned, and in doing so 
torpedoed another boat in the German line. Again she 
dashed at the leading boat, which eluded her the second 
time and fled into the darkness, with the Swift in pur- 
suit. * 

When the enemy had been sighted the Broke was 
steaming astern of the Swift and when the latter vessel 
darted out of the line the Broke launched a torpedo at 
the second German destroyer. The missile hit and then 
the Broke opened fire with every gun that could be 
trained upon the enemy. The Germans had been stoking 
furiously and the glow from their every funnel lighted 
up the scene sufficiently for the Commander of the 
Broke to decide upon his tactics. He swung around and 
rammed the third enemy destroyer at full speed, strik- 
ing her fair and squaré abredst the after funnel. 

Thus locked together, the desperate hand-to-hand en- 
counter of the two vessels then began. The Broke swept 
the enemy’s decks at point-blank range, wit® every gun 
main battery, the “pompoms,” 
rifles and pistols. In the meantime, the remaining two 
destroyers in the Germah line were pouring a devastating 
fire upon the Broke. The foremost guns’ crews had been 
reduced from 18 to 6, but Midshipman Donald A. Gyles, 17 
years old, in charge of the forecastle, kept all the fore- 
most guns in action, and though wounded in the eye, 
helped the depleted gun crews to load. Here is the story 
of the encounter in his own words: 

„J was asleep down below when the Broke and thé 
Swift sighted the enemy destroyers. All hands were im- 
mediately called to action posts, and I went to my post

forward, which was above the gun. A soft shell, fired 
from the enemy, hit the superstructure of the bridge, 
completely tearing away one side and killing and wound- 
ing several of our men and also killing and wounding 
a number of men who were serving the port No. 2 gun 
below, 

“I was struck by a fragment of shrapnel in my right 
eye. I was also wounded in my right leg and right arm. 
The force of these blows momentarily stunned and 
floored me. The blood was flowing from my eye and 
running down my face, so I had to wipe it away with

taken in the hospital. 


my handkerchief and my coat sleeve. After be- 
ing knocked down, however, I managed to pick 
myself up and fan down to the gun below, and 
finding it out of action I scrambled on to the forecastle— 
all within two minutes. There I found only five men 
alive, but we were able to man the gun. Able Seaman 
Ingleson, whose gun was also out of action, came for- 
ward and helped us. He loaded the port gun, while 1 
loaded the starboard gun. 

“While we were serving the guns, several Germans 
boarded us from the German destroyer we had rammed,

yelling all the time for mercy and shouting other things 
we could not understand. They rushed along the deck 
and endeavored to attack us, making a special dash at 
me. I pointed my revolver at them and ordered them 
all forward, when one burly German, a regular. giant, 
made a lunge at me, seizinz me by the right arm and try- 
ing to wrest my weapon from me. Petty Officer Wood- 
field aimed a blow with his fist at the man, but he man- 
aged to dodge it and ran around our gun, hoping to at- 
tack me from the rear. The timely intervention of 
Ingleson, who ran his cutlass through the German, set- 
tled him once and for all. 


“We threw his body overboard and he disappeared. 
We cleared our decks of all the Germans, making several 
prisoners. We found two kneeling down forward in an 
attempt to hide themselves. They also were made pris- 
oners.”’ 

Two minutes after she had rammed the German the 
Broke wrenched herself free and turned to ram the last 
boat in the line. She failed in this, but in turning around 
succeeded in hitting the boat’s consort on the stem with 
a torpedo. While still hotly engaged with the two fleeing 
destroyers the Broke attempted to follow the Swift in the 
direction in which she was last seen, but a shell struck 
her in the boiler room, disabling her main engines. The 
enemy then became lost to sight in the darkness, 

The British vessel, however, was still able to steer in 
the direction of a destroyer which was on fire. As the 
Broke approached there came an unexpected fire from 
the German, which was silenced by four rounds from the 
British, who also fired a torpedo and hit the enemy 
destroyer amidships. By this time the Broke was entire- 
ly out of control and unable to maneuver. 

The Swift had continued her pursuit of the leading 
boat until injuries she had received in the earlier phases 
of the action prevented her from maintaining full speed. 
She thereupon abandoned the chase and turned. The 
outline of a stationary destroyer was soon discerned in the 
darkness ahead and cries of “We surrender,” came from 
her. Presently the ship turned slowly over, her crew 
took to the water and she sank stern first. As no other 


enemy was in sight and the action appeared to be over, 
the Swift switched on searchlights and sent out boats to 
rescue the swimmers. 

Another hero of the encounter is Able Seaman Rowles, 
who was helmsman of the Broke, and who stuck to his 
post throughout, although badly wounded by shell fire. 
He said: 


“Lhad to keep my eye fixed on the Captain to receive 
my orders, when a shot from the leading German boat 
burst behind the wheel where I was standing, and the 
fragments struck me all ever the lower part of the 
body. Two pieces embedded themselves in the lower 
part of my back and a piece in the fleshy part of each 
leg, but the ‘dinky’ pieces I did not mind. When I was 
undressed after the action I looked like a carrot pud- 
ding. 

“Although slightly dazed by my wounds and suffering 
from shock, I stuck to my post, but T had to look round 
oecasionally over the stern to get a puff of wind and a 
sniff of the briny to buck me up. All this time I was 
taking orders from the Captain through the voice tube 
connecting the telegraph and the helm. This kept my 
mind occupied. When I received orders to slew around 
to ram the German boat it put new life into me. With 
the assistance of the telegraph man, who was also 
wounded, I managed to get the wheel into the ordered 
position and then came the crash into the German de- 
stroyer. 

“I saw the destroyer lying under our port side, with 
only her forepart visible, and then for the first time 
during the action I smiled, and I have not stopped smil- 
ing since. Still receiving orders through the voice tube, 
we went for another vessel which we saw was on fire, 
and which we believed to be out of action. On our 
closing upon her, however, she treacherously opened fire 
upon us, and we promptly retaliated with a few more 
rounds, which finished her. As I thought the action :
